Her Cabinet Will Make No Move Until McKinley’s 


Recommendations Become Specific Acts,

MADRID, April 13, 3:30 a. m.—“The doctrines contained in 


President McKinley’s message are incompatible with the sover- 


eignty and rights of Spain, and are an interference in the interna-| 
tional affairs of the country; but the Spanish Cabinet is not called 
upon to take action until the President’s recommendations become 


specific acts.” 

The above is the conclusion of the Spanish Cabinet. 

The Cabinet meeting lasted five hours, and it.was devoted to the consideration 
of President McKinley’s message to Congress on the Cuban situation. 

When the ministers adjourned an official note was issued, setting forth the 
views of the Government. 

In brief, the note sets forth that the Cabinet has granted an extraordinary credit 
for war purposes, and has incidentally increased the grant for the account of the 


artillery of Porto Rico. 
Premier Senor Sagasta designated two of the ministers to esnodiately draw up 


an address to the crown. 

Senor Gullon read a report of the text of President McKinley’s message. Al- 
though several paragraphs were lacking, the Cabinet after referring to the Presi- 
dent’s previous messages, which were considered necessary in order to fill up! 
the gaps in the present summary, decided that the paragraphs read were sufficient | 
for the Cabinet to affirm that the Government refuses to acknowledge the right of 
the United States to interfere in Cuba, adding: “The doctrines contained in the 
message are incompatible with the sovereignty and rights of the nation, and are 
an interference in the international affairs of this country.” 


The Spanish Government, however, expressed the opinion that it is not called , 


upon to take action until the recommendations of President McKinley have be- 
come specific acts. Thus it is considered by the Spaniards here that matters are | 
practically as they were before the message was sent to Congress, and the 
opinion is expressed in official circles that neither the message nor last night's 
Cabinet meeting has changed the prospects of peace.

The official note also says: “A firm consciousness of its rights, united with the 
resolution to maintain them, will inspire the nation, as they inspire the Government 
with serenity necessary in these difficult moments to direct successfully and defend 
energetically the sacred interests which are the patrimony of the Spanish race.”

Spain Orders Her Warships to Assemble in the Waters of 
Cape Verde Islands.

WASHINGTON, April 13.—Spain’s two cruisers, the Vizcaya and jthe Almirante 
Oquendo, which recently arrived at Porto Rico from Havana, have salled from Porto 
Rico. It is understood their destination is the Cape Verde Islands. 

In withdrawing the armored crulsers Vizcaya and Almirante Oquendp from western 
waters Spain has acied in a manner which is approved by navel experis, when think- 
ing of her intereste. At Cape Verde Islands they will join the armored cruisers 
Cristobal Colon and the Infanta Maria Teresa, whieh are en route to that place, and 
the first tornedo flotiila, which, it ts offic'aly stated, consists of th® transport steamer 
Ciudad de Cadiz, torpedo boat destroyers Furor, Terror and Pluton and torpedo boats 
Arie}, Azore and Rayon, 

It is appreciated by the officials that the union of the four armored cruisers and the 
flotilla makes a formidible-foree, but it is, of course, impossible to prevent it at this 
time, It had been hoped by the officlals that the American fleet would be able to catch 
and destrov the Vizcaya and Oquendo before they could join the remainder of the 
Spanish fleet, and it is admitted that Spain acted with good judgment In directing them 
to proceed to the Cape Verde Islands. 

It is admitted by the authorities that Spain has at her disposal a force which will 
prevent the American navy from gainingan easy victory, and if war should break 
Out some hard fighting may be expected. 

It is evident that Spain expects an attack on Havana, and it ts for this reason that 
ehe withdrew the Vizcaya and the Almirante Oquendo from that harbor. 

It is true that she has not, at least according to the latest advices of the Navy 
Department, moved her torpedo and cruiser fleet farther in this direction, but this is 
thought to be due to the fact that she is afraid to start it this way on its long journey 
across the ocean lest war be declared and the fleet be taken at great disadvantage by 
the flying squadron, which would be advised of the outbreak of war instantly and 
‘could move across its path. Of course if the Spaniards sailed from Porto Grande they 
would come under sealed orders or on orders to look out for hostile American ships, 
but this would not prepare them for a sudden attack by the flying squadron, which 
could pick its time and place for fighting. If Havana is invested and the Spanish fleet 
moves to its assistance part of Capt. Sampson's fleet would have to meet it, unless 
the flying squadron be kept in these waters. The Cape de Verde fleet Is not strong 
enough now, however, to make such precaution necessary, and it is considered that the 
Key West squadron will be sufficient for the work of capturing Havana and of holding 
the torpedo flotilla at bay or of dispersing and destroying it, and allow the flying squad- 
ron to carry out the plan already worked out of making a dash at the Canaries and 
cutting In two Spain's weak line of defense.

We finally got safely aboard the 
Jarisberg, and at midn ght steamed out of 
the harbor and then ail breathed a sigh 
of relief. Had there been an inkling that 
we were going to leave, everyone of us 
would have been corpses. 
“T turned over all my papers to the 
British Consul, John J. de Costa, before 
leaving, and also. placed in his hands the 
authority to continue the distributon of 
the supplies I had been unable to dispose 
of. I brought the American flag that we 
used at the consulate with mg, however.” 
Mr. Brice said that there were 350 Ameri- 
cans left behind in Matanzas and that 
their lives were .n the greatest peril.

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CINDER PATH FOR CYCLISTS, 


Lleven-Mile Track Wili Be Ready on 
Decoration Day. 


The wheelmen will have a big celebra- 
tion Decoration day, upon the realization 
of their iong cherished hope for a cinder 
path from Bissell’s Point, Grand avenue, 
to the Chain of Rocks. The path is an 
achievement of the Waterworks Depart- 
ment, built without cost to the city, with 
cinders from the boilers at the Waterworks’ 
engine houses, under the charge of Capt, 
John A. Laird. 

The path is about 11 miles in length, of a 
smooth. surface, slightiy undulating at 
points. It is 20 feet wide at the widest and 
nine feet at the narrowest point. 

The idea of a bicycle cinder path on the 
big conduit from the Chain of Rocks to 
Grand avenue originated with Water Com- 
missioner Holman, more than a year ago, 
He saw that it would be a good and prac- 
tical use to put the cinders to that had 
become such a bother at the pumping sta- 
tions. and instead of throwing them away 
he would utilize them for the benefit and 
gratification of the 20,000 wheelmen-and 
wheelwomen of the city.

Here is the President's present plan of operation in a nutshell: 

If the proposed resolution is passed by Congress the President is convinced a 
formal call on Spain to quit must be made. She must “at once withdraw her land 
and naval forces.” 

The President is fully aware that Spain will not be the aggressor. — ee 

It is Mr. McKinley’s plan Spain shall in some way take the initiative. This is 
the way he intends to cause her to do so: 

Several transports will carry food supplies to the starving in Cuba. ; Some of 
the recently purchased steamers are designated for the work. The Prairie and the 
Yankee are probably of the number. They will be laden with guartermasters stores. 
The Quartermaster and Commissary departments of the army are prepared to act 
quickly. 

The President thinks that time should be given Spain to consider the demands 
made upon her. From five to seven days is the period he is disposed to concede, 

Then, as soon after as it is practicable, the transports laden with stores will 
be convoyed to Cuba by men-oi-war. This is why troops are being concentrated at 
Key West. 

The Consuls will be sent back to their posts and given full protection. If re- 
sistance is made by Spain’s land or naval forces, then war will have been begun 
by Spain. 

A message will probably soon be sent to Congress. It will call for an appro- 
priation to meet the expenses for the food supplies for the reconcentrados.

Five more warrants were issued Wednes- 
day morning against H. E. King, charged 
with swindling by means of a fake employ- 
ment scheme. 

The well-fitted offices of the Standard 
Mercantile and Collection Co. remained 
locked Wednesday and a long-line of vic- 
tims who had read the exposure of the 
Swindle in the Post-Dispatch, stood in the 
hallway of the Holland building awaiting 
the chance to regain the deposits they had 
made, 

There were a number of women in the 
crowd; sad-eyed, disappointed women, who 
had placed their money with King in the 
beliet that the empioyment offered was gen- 
uine and respectable. They did not linger 
long, and hurried away tearfully to get 
advice or avoid publicity. 

Prosecuting Attorney Mulvihill found a 
dozen men waiting to file complaints against 
King, and three warrants for grand lar- 
ceny and two for petit larceny resulted. 

Joseph Schulz, 4261 North Twentieth 
Street, went to work for King, March 8. He 
deposited $50, but didn’t collect anything. 
He asked for his salary after the first week, 
but got nothing. He heid the position of 
collector until April 8, when he demanded 
his $50. Under threats of exposure he se- 
cured a check for $5, but he persisted in 
demanding the remaining $45, and was 
thrown out of the office for an answer. 
When he presented his check to the Con- 
tinenta]l Bank it was pronounced no good. 

Henry Evans, 4261 North Twentieth street, 
Was employed two weeks. He went to work 
March 14 and deposited $10. He came here 
froen Mineral Poini, Mo. 

M. G. Henson, 406 Dorcas street, was told 
that he must put up $50 to secure a job, but 
as he had only $15, King kindly took that 
and Kept it. Henson collected none of the 
bills placed in his hands. 

William Shultz, 2211 South Third street, 
came over from Jerseyville, Ill., and gave 
King $30 for a job. He worked one week and 
got nothing. 

John I, Lancaster, 612 Teresa avenue, a 
recent arrival from Clarksville, Miss., went 
up against the fake $15 worth. He worked 
only three days and was threatened with 
violence when he demanded his money back. 

Marion Whitman, 610 North Seventh 
street, gave King $50 to secure a position at 
$40 per month and 2 per cent on his collec- 
tions. He worked 17 days and collected #2, 
which he dutifully turned in to the Standard 
Mercantile and Collection Agency. When 
he decided to ‘“‘quit’’ Ghe demanded back his 
mo ggg and was instantly thrown out of the 
office.

THE HENRY SHAW ESTATE. 


Supreme Court Hears Argument,in the 
Proceedings to Sell Part of It. 


The application of the trustees of Henry 
Shaw to sell part of his real estate was 


‘up for argument this morning at Jeffer- 


son City before the Supreme Court en 
banc. Messrs. Judson and Hitchcock argued 


on behalf of the trustees, while George W. 
Taussig appeared in opposition. 

We argued that the trustees were not 
warranted in their proceeding, that the will 
of Shaw must be carried out, and the prop- 
erty preserved in specie, in order to carry 
trust for ail time. Mr. Taussig 
cited the case of Johns ‘Hopkins, the 
founder of Hopkins University, in which the 

reater part of the fund of $300,000 had been 
ost, because the Investment was in person- 
alty. On the other hand Stephen Girard, 
in 1831, gave some real estate in Pennsyl- 
vania, and directed that it should never be 
sold. The property now brings over one 
million dollars rent each year, and yet in 
1831 the value of Girard's land was not as 
great as Henry Shaw’s. 

Mr. Taussig cited many cases where. in 
England, charity estates had grown enor- 


'mous.y in value, and the income was surely 


and regularly paid. He argued that if these 
trustees were al.owed to sell the property 
and invest the money in stocks, bonds, etc., 
that in a few years the capital will be lost 
by speculation, shrinkage, etc, The will of 
Henry Shaw requires the trustees to jease 
the property and never sell the same, and 
Mr. Taussig argued that unless the will is 
obeyed that soon the trust will disap- 
pear, 

Mr. Judson, for the trustees, argued that 
it is necessary to obtain leave to sell the 
property in order to carry out the pur- 
poses of the trustees. 

This is the second ‘time this case has 
been argued and submitted in court en 
bane. The resignation of Judge Barclay 
and the death of Judge Macfarlane neces- 
sitated reargument, in order that the new 
Judges might be familiar with the facts in 
the case.

There are many other woods of great 
value in the Frazilian forests, but the most 
wonderful of all, from a single tree of 
which an enormous quantity of clear lum- 
ber is sald to be obtained, is the canahuba 
palm (Copernicia cerifert), which grows uAa- 
cultivated in the States of Parahiba, Ceara, 
Rio Grande do Norte, Piaubl, and some of 
the neighboring States.

light fibers, which acquire a _ beautiful 
luster, and serves also for joists, rafters, 
and other building materials, as well as for 
stakes for fences, From parts of the tree 
wine and vinegar are made. It yields also 
a saccharine substance, a8 well as a starch 
resembling sago. In periods of famine, 
caused by protracted droughts, 
tritious substances obtained from it are of 


immense benefit to the poorer classes. Its) 


fruit is wsed for feeding cattle. The pulp 
has an agreeable taste; and the nut, whic 

is Oleaginous and emulsivey is sometimes 
used as a substitute for coffee. Of the wood 
of the stem musical instruments, water- 
tubes, and pumps are made. The pith is 
an excellent substitute for cork. From the 
stem a white liquid, similar to the milk of 
the cocoanut, and a flour resembling maiz- 
ena may be extracted. Of the straw, hats, 
baskets, brooms and mats are made. A 
considerable quantity of this straw is 
shipped to Europe; and a part of it returns 
to Brazil manufactured into hats. The 
straw is also u for thatching houses. 
Moreover, salt is extracted from It, and 
likewise an alkali used in the manufacture 
of common soap. But from an industrial 
and commercial point of view, the most 
valuable product of the carnahuba tree is 
the wax obtained from its leaves.

The whole thing has a 
strange look to me. In the seventh round 
I landed on Sharkey’s jaw with my right 
and staggered him. He fell off toward my 
left and when I tried to get in a telling 
punch with that hand I found it was almost 
ueeless. After that it gave me a great deal 
of trouble. I hope to get over it soon and 
will then be ready to take on more matches. 
I will take quite-a rest first, though, and 
will build up as much as possible in the 
meantime.” 


GOOD TRIPLET RACE. 


That Is What the Bicycle Cracks Hope 
to Have Very Soon. 

Through the acceptance of a challenge a 

great triplet race is about to be arranged, 


the cracks being among the most prominent 
riders in the sport. 

Not long ago, Karl Kaser, the champion 
of Switzerland; Arthur Gardiner, the Chi- 
cago sprinter, and C. W. Mill r, the winner 
of the New York six-day race, rode 28 miles 
75 yards in the hour unpaced, and then 
issued a challenge to any style of triplet 
race for $300 a side. The performance is the 
greatest unpaced record, as it Is the fur- 
thest ever traveled by man power in an 
hour without pacemakers. 

A. C. Mertcns, the five-mile champion of 
America, wired from Atlanta, Ga., accept- 
ing the challenge on behalf of himself; Nat 
Butler, “‘the “Handicap King,” and Earl 
Kiser. the half-mile national champion, a 
very strong trio. 

Mertens wili cover the money of Kaser 
and mates as soon as it is deposited in 
good hands. He does not stipulate as to 
the race. and will accept almost any style 
of a contest that may be wanted by the 
challengers. It may be either an unpaced 
race from the tape, a pursuit race of a 
énile. or of unlimited distance, or an hour 
contest against time. 

Of the accepting team, Kiser and Mertens 
have made marks in triplet work. With 
John 8S. Johnson as a mate they rode un- 
paced at Kalamazoo, Mich., last fall, a half 
in 61s. and mile in 1m, 47 4-5s, both world’s 
records. The machine ridden was unfitted 
for track work. Kiser and Mertens an- 
nounce that they will not be under Tom 
Eck this season. 


THE CHAMPIONSHIP. 


Sometimes in the Baseball Business It 
Does Not Pay tc Win It. 


The Baltimore Club has found that It is 
not the most desirable thing, tn a financial 


way, to have a championship team. Too 
much ig expected of them. When the team 
had a walkover for the pennant in 1890, 
the attendance at Baltimore was poor, be- 
cause the team was winning almost every 
game at home—and the public got tired of 
In 1897, when the team did not 
do so well, the attendance fell off “because 
the team was not playing as good ball as 
it played in 1896." 

Arthur Irwin, epeaking on this subject, 
says: “The owners never did want first 
place, preferring to finish second or third, 
on the ground that there {s more money in 
the long run by playing close up to the 
leaders than by going to the very top. His- 
tory of the game in the pennant-winning 
cities shows this to be true to a certain ex- 
tent. A falling off in attendance usually 
follows a pennant-winning year, and is 
more noticeable after two euccessive win- 
ning seasons. The theory is that the peo- 
ple have secured what they have been long- 
ing for.”’ Unless the Bostons begin well 
this year and play steady ball throughout, 
they will suffer the usual! fate.

DUBLIN, April 13.—George B. Tinckler, 
the English runner, and Mullen, the Irish 
champion runner, centested in a two-mile 
race here yesterday.

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A FEAR OF CONTAGION. 


Board of Health Takes Precautionary 
Measures at Shawneetown. 


SPRINGFIELD, In., April 13.—Dr. J. A. 
Egan, Secretary of the State Board of 
Health, will leave for Shawneetown imme 


in the work of preventing the spread o1 
outbreak of contagious diseases. Already 
over 100 pounds of disinfectants have beep 
forwarded to the scene of the disaster, and 
more will be sent when necessary. Chloride 
of lime and carbolic acid are to be used 
chiefly. It is believed by health experts 
that the dead animals, swampy marshes 
and conditions which will prevali when the 
water leaves, will be productive of all sorts 
of diseases and precautions will be taken to 
ward them off. 

Two more bodies were recovered yester- 
day—Emma and William Reinholdt, chil- 
dren of Fred Reinholdt. The work of 
searching for the dead is much hindered 
by the enormous amount of debris. It wil) 
take several days to complete the work. 
Two sandbars have formed in the patch 
of the flood, and it is feared many bodies 
are buried in the sand. A Jarge force of 
men are kept constantly at work removing 
large piles of wrecked buildings. The 
amount received up to date for the benefit 
of the sufferers is $7171.52. 


LOST IN MIDOCEAN. 


Wreck of the Marlborough and the 
Death of Her Crew. P 

NEW YORK, April 13.—The North Ger- 
man Lloyd steamship Saale, Capt. Blanke, 
from Genoa, Naples and Gibraltar, report- 
ed that on April 10, at 10 o’clock in the 
morning, a ship’s lifeboat was sighted. The 
Saale bore down to her, stopped and 
launched a lifeboat. Two men in an ex- 
hausted condition were found in the drift- 
ing boat. They were transferred to the 
steamship’s lifeboat, and on being hauled 
on board reported that they belonged to 
the bark Marlborough of Windsor, N. 8. 
commanded by Capt. Cochran, which sated 
from St. John, N. B., for Sharpness with 
a cargo of deals. 

The Marlborough experienced a succes- 
sion of heavy gaies, chiefly from the east- 
ward, in which she labored heavily, caus- 
ing her to leak badly. The storm continued 
until April 4, when, during the height of 
the gale, the ship broke up and went to 
pieces. 

The crew, consist! uf 17 men, attempt- 
ed to launch two lifeboats, but the boats 
were dashed to pieces before they reached 
the water. The crew had only one other 
boat. As this would not accommodate all. 
the men hastily made a life raft from the 
cargo of deals and 12 of them embarked 
upon it. Capt. Cochran and our men were 
last to leave in the remaining boat. Shortly 
after abandoning the Marlborough they 
could see nothing of the remainder of the 
crew. The captain's boat drifted away 
before the gale. 

Capt. Cochran died from exhaustion and 
exposure on Thursday, April 7. The fol- 
lowing day another occupant of the’ boat 
died, and on Easter morning, at daylight, 
another of the crew died. 

There were then left tn the boat Chief 
Officer George Marsted and James Fun- 
ning, seaman.

“We are ail public servants; the trustees 
of the people’s property. And while it is 
true that a power of sale is attached to our 
trust. let us exercise that power with cau- 
tion and judgment. If this valuable grant 
were our own, is it likely that we would 
convey it to the first customer and at his 
own figure? Let us deal no more indiffer- 
ently and nasty. with the city’s affairs 
than we would with our own.”

BOARD OF EDUCATION MEETING. 


Manual Training and Cooking to Be 
Introduced in the Schools. 

At Tuesday night’s meeting of the School 
Board it was decided to adopt manual 
training for boys and instruction in cook- 
ing for girls, in an experimental way, 
without pledging the board to any perma- 
nent action. 

The action was embodied in the follow- 
ing resolutions: 

Resolved—1, That the Board of Education au- 
thorize the acceptance of contributions of 
moneys for the purpose of equipping rooms for 
woodwork and cooking and for the employment 
of teachers and the purchase of supplies fer the 
same whenever such contributions are offered 
on conditions satisfactory to the President of 
the board and the Committee on Instruction, 
and provided that the aid can be accepted with- 
out pledging the board in any way as to future 
years. 

2. That woodwork for the boys of the sev- 
enth and eighth grades and cooking and do- 
mestic economy for the girls of the same 
grades be introduced into the course of study 
just so far as adequate provision is made for 
instruction in those subjects. 

The school picnic question, including the 
resolution prohibiting the holding of picnics 
in parks where beer is sold, was discussed, 
and the whole matter finally referred to 
the Committee on Rules. 

The secretary and treasurer’s report, 
which was filed, showed that of $1,399,277.60 
appropriated for the year end'ng June W, 
there had been expended $893,740.30 for all 
purposes, leaving a balance of $505,537.30 to 
be expended. he credits to the various 
funds at the same time were: General, 
$634,527.69; building, sade ge percent 
$3115.24; permanent insurance, $20,000; total, 
$682, 418.

The evidence tends to show 
that the fatal shot was fired by Will- 
iam C, Thornton, alias St. Paul Tip, whe 
was associated with Stetson and Sheldon 
in the robbery of Peter Heibel’s grocery 
store at 600 South Jefferson avenue, and 
who escaped and is still at large. It waa 
while pursuing the robbers that the brave 
policeman received his death wound. 

The law presumes that a murder commit- 
ted in connection with the commission oO! 2 
robbery or other crime carries with it im- 
plied premeditation sufficient to conviction 
end infliction of the death penalty; and that 
each member of a fugitive party is eyually 
gullity, although the murder is actoally com- 
mitted by only one of that party. ut in 
order to convict under these circumstances, 
where the evidence shows only complicity, 
it must be shown that the defendants were 
joined in a common effort to escape arrest 
—that is, they must be together when the 
murder occurs. 

It was on this point that Sheldon and 
Stetson were acquitted of murder... The evi- 
dence does not show that they were directly 
with St. Paul Tip when he fired the shot 
that resulted in the policeman’s death. After 
the robbery of Heibel’s store, the three rob- 
bers fled together, but Sheldon was cap- 
tured by Policeman Hunt and was turned 
over by him to Policeman Delaney, who 
rushed to the rescue, while Hunt went on 
in pursuit of Stetson and St. Paul Tip, the 
other members of the trio.

Hot blood ts coursing through ex-Con- 
federate veins in St. Louis. Men who wore 
the gray in high places are fired with pa- 
triotism and will be the first to offer their 
‘services and their lives in defense of the 
istars and stripes, 

A eolonel and a major who fought for 
| the lost cause are anxious to go forward 
'in command of troops. Col. Harry M. Hill 
‘is one of the most widely known attorneys 
in St. Louis. Through his cousin, United 
States Senator Turley, he has applied to 
the President for permission to form and 
lead a regiment of volunteers. It is his 


intention to procure all of his men in Bt. 
Louls. If the desired permission is granted 
by President McKinley Col. Hill will get 
his regiment together at once. Col. W. J. 
Gerdine. late of Georgia, will be his chief 
of staff. 

Col. Hill isan experienced campaigner and 
well qualified to drill and command a large 
body of troops. There are in St. Louis hun- 
dreds of business and professional men 
who were formerly members of the National 
Juard. From these Col. Hill will recruit his 
regiment. 

Maj. O. F. Guthrie is another St. Louis ex- 
Confederate, who longs for active service 
after years of peace. He is a giant in stat- 
ure and a born fighter. The Major prom- 
ises the novelty of an entire regiment of ex- 
Confederates. He has applied to Gov. 
Stephens for authority to form a regiment 
in Northeast Missouri, ,his former home. 
The Major commanded a regiment in the 
late war. He thas already selected Capt. 
Sebastian as Adjutant and Lieut. B. J. 
O’Reilly as quartermaster. 

The war fever has spread to the military 
classes in the colleges. Many of the scholars 
at the St. Louis University are anxious to 
zo to the front. In deference to their wishes 
Lieut. Johnson, United States Military In- 
structor at St. Louis University, has made 
application to the War Department for 
permission to form a regiment of young 
men.

JOHN SANDERS OF COLUMBIA, 
ILL., FOUND DEAD IN HIS 
ENGINE ROOM. 


NO ONE SAW THE KILLING. 


Shot in the Back of the Head—The 
Wound May Have Been Self- 
Inflicted or Otherwise. 


John Sanders, engineer of the electric 
light works at Columbia, Ill, committed 
suicide or was murdered early Tuesday 
morning. 

He was found with a gaping hole in the 
back of his head and a pistol near his 
hand, but he had feared assassination, and 
it is believed by many that he was mur- 
dered. 

Sanders had become mentally deranged. 


He labored under the hallucination that 
enemies were plotting against his life and 
intended to blow up the boilers of the plant. 
This idea took such a firm hold on his mind 
that he lived constantly in mortal dread 
of being bluwn to pieces. 

He talked so much about the plot that 
the City Marshall of the place was finally 
induced to make a thorough examination 
of the premises. He found no infernal ma- 
chines or explosives and nobody in hiding. 
His report. however, did not set Sanders’ 
mind at rest. His terror grew from day to 
day and became pittable. 

Every time he went to his work he bade 
his wife and child an affecting good-by, 
never expecting to see them again. 

Monday night when he went to work he 
was more apprehensive than usual. About 
38 o'clock in the morning the fireman was 
attending to the boilers, when he heard a 
shot in the engine room. He rushed in and 
found Landers lying in a pool of blood. 
Death had been instantaneous. 

A revolver lay near by, and the wound 
was in the back of Landers’ head. 

A great many people in the town now 
think that Landers’ apprehensions were 
well founded and that he was murdered in- 
etead of committing suicide. 

The location of the wound does not pre- 
clude the idea of Sanders Shooting himself 
but it is considered improbable that ha 
would have placed the weapon to the back 
of his head, 

When the deed was committed a bal! 
was in progress in the village and intense 
excitement was created. 

Sanders was about 45 years old,
